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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, Claims 1-8 in the reply filed on 
5/1/2006 is acknowledged. 

2. Claims 9-16 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 4/25/2006. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1 and 3-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Schneider (DE 4004908A1 ). 

Schneider teaches a superconductor composite which contains metal substrate 
layer (marked 1 on Fig. 1), nickel oxide layer (marked 2 on Fig. 1), a superconducting 
layer (marked 3 on Fig. 1), wherein a hole is passing through the superconducting and 
nickel oxide layers (see Fig. 1) and a covering layer made of silver (marked 4 on Fig. 1) 
in communication with both the superconducting layer and the metal support. See also 
Col.3 lines 22-30. Schneider further teaches the superconducting layer to be comprised 
of YBaaCusOe (see Col. 3, lines 50-58). Applicant should note that Examiner is 
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construing Claims 5 and 6 to mean that any silver metal in contact with the inner wall of 
the through hole would meet the limitations of Claim 5 and 6. If Applicant wishes to 
indicate an additional metal layer present in the through or on the bottom surface of the 
superconductor, Applicant is suggested to include the limitations -with an additional 
metal layer- at the end of Claim 5 and the word -additional- immediately before "burnt 
in silver layer" in line 4 of Claim 6. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2, 7 and 8 contain allowable subject matter. The prior art does not teach 
nor reasonably suggest the use of conical shape through holes in the superconductor, 
holes present in the metal support, and presence of a pin on the surface of the metal 
support. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicants' disclosure. The references are considered cumulative to or less material 
than those discussed above.
